There  are  two  full  time  midwives 
and  a third  devotes  the  greater  part  of  her  time  to  the  district.

The  Council  provides  and  maintains  TWO  infant 
welfare  centres.  A branch  centre  was  opened  during  the  year 
in  Granada  Road  for  the  convenience  of  mothers  resident  in 
the  West  End  of  the  District.

Income — ;^1087  6s.  9d. 

Following  up  the  Sewer  Survey  a maintenance  treatment 
for  rat  infestation  has  been  carried  out. 


The  initial  treatment  consisted  in  baiting  10%  of  the  existing 
737  manholes  of  the  sewerage  system  using  sausage  rusk  as 
pre-bait.  It  was  found  that  ‘good  takes’  indicating  the  presence 
of  rats  occurred  in  four  separate  areas. 

1.  A small  area  of  3 manholes  opposite  the  Wilton  Arms. 

2.  A large  area  extending  from  Ashton  Rd.  to  Taylor  Lane 
excluding  Council  property,  Mansfield  Close  and  Foxhall  Rd. 

3.  An  area  bounded  by  Hyde  Rd.  to  the  Broomstair  Bridge 
and  Ashton  Rd.but  excluding  Council  property,  York  Rd.  Estate 
and  St.  Anne’s  Estate. 

4.  Mill  Lane  and  Haughton  Green  Rd. 

The  whole  of  the  manholes  in  these  areas,  some  324  were 
pre-baited  twice  with  sausage  rusk  mash  and  followed  up  with 

a poison  bait  containing  25%  Zinc  Phosphide.
